Ho wna 
good— not Bupcrflclally or because he 
found it convcntlonalir convenient to be 
so— and had the courage to abide by Bis 
convictions of rigtteoaaacBa on a!! and 
every point, 

Sueh conacientiotisneBS must succeed. 
Fidelity to principle is the.great esBeDtlal 
to n victorious life, and If it does not 
always bring, an it did to Joseph, a 
great sphere of influence and renown, it 
will ensure an ineffaeeahlc impTCsalon for 
God and goodncps being left upon the 
sphere which the soul does occnpy and 
Runrnntee the confidence of all good 
hearts around. 

An upright character compels the trust 
loo, in a sense, even of the worldly and 
more unscrupulous. When the critical 
hour arrives nnd the man has to trust 
hi» money, bis value, his reputation into 
some one's hands, he selects the man 
whose honesty of heart and integrity of 
purpose have given him a blHmclcBR re- 
pute, as well as a character for a position 
of competent trust.

The uioat trying times of 
Joseph's life had served his character to 
good purpose. SuSering had made him 
strong. People who are able to go 
through peril, perplexity and pain, and 
can so throagh them bravely, are those 
whom God and man can trnet to occupy 
positions of power over the lives of 
others.

them that tbey have them, but few peo- 
ple are the better tor it.

Slcals and 
beds nre obtained nt a small cost, cither 
in money or work, the destitute being 
furnished with tcmporory employment in 
the wood yard nnd assisted to positions 
in the city and country. 

At present the Bheltcr is under the 
supervision of Adjt. and Mrs. Dodd, as- 
sisted by Capt. and Jlrs. Lacy, nnd is iu 
a tlourishing condition. 

Under the present management many 
needed improvements have been inaugur- 
ated, which greatly ndd to the beauty 
and home-like appearance of the insti- 
tution. 

Too much cannot be said In favor of 
these people, as the good they are doing 
ennnot he over-estimated, and it is grati- 
fying to know that the public is begin- 
ning to see nnd appreciate the good 
wrought by them.
